The 46 females of milking age averaged $167.99; 
the 14 two-year-olds not yet fresh, $200.36; the one bred 
yearling heifer brought $160 and the six catalogued 
heifer calves averaged $195.

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Cornell Holsteins Classified 
Thirteen of the 62 Females Rated Excellent 


by the Holsteins at Cornell University, Ithaca, N. 

Y. At New York State Fair last fall, the Cornell 
herd won Premier Breeder honors. A bit later, Cornell 
Ollie Catherine was made grand champion female at the 
National Dairy Show and was chosen as All-American 
aged cow of 1938. About two months after the National, 
Catherine finished her Class A record of 1,152.5 lbs. fat 
from 29,333.8 lbs. milk, to become the highest record 
cow of the calendar year 1938. This performance, along 
with the previous work of her sister, Cornell Pride, gave 
their sire, Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, now senior 
sire at Cornell, the honor of being the only sire to have 
two daughters winning All-American honors in the milk- 
ing age classes as well as being the only sire to have two 
All-American daughters each with over 1,000 Ibs. fat 
in a year. 

And now, to cap the climax, comes the report of 
Cornell’s sensational showing made in Herd Classifica- 
tion this spring, when that veteran judge and Holstein 
authority, Ward W. Stevens, found in the herd of 62 fe- 
males, 13 Excellent, 15 Very Good, 24 Good Plus, 9 Good 
and one Fair; and of the six bulls over two years old, 
3 Very Good, 2 Good Plus and one Good. 

Taking these figures on a percentage basis, we find 
that more than 20 per cent of the milking age females 
in the herd were rated Excellent; exactly half the herd 
rated in the two highest classifications and more than 
85 per cent were classified Good Plus or better. Only 
three other herds of the breed ever classified have had 
as many as thirteen Excellent animals, these being the 
Elmwood, Winterthur and Yates herds, and only Elm- 
wood, when classified back in 1929, showed so high a 
percentage of Excellent animals. 

But perhaps the most remarkable feature of this 
great herd classification showing is the fact that all but 
seven females of the herd as classified are of Cornell’s 
own breeding, with 42 of the females being sired by 
the three herd sires, Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby and Cornell Pride. 

Of the 23 Ollies classified, 3 were Excellent, 5 Very 
Good, 10 Good Plus, 4 Good and 1 Fair. The 9 classified 
daughters of Winterthur Bess Ormsby showed 4 Ex- 
cellent, 3 Very Good and 2 Good Plus. Cornell Pride, 
himself rated Very Good, had 10 daughters and two sons 
classified, the daughters including 3 Excellent, 1 Very 
Good, 5 Good Plus and 1 Good and the two sons both 
rating Very Good. 

The Cornell Breeding Program 

The original Cornell Holstein herd as built up under 
the direction of the late Prof. H. H. Wing, consisted en- 
tirely of descendants of the cow Glista. Prof. Wing 
always said that Glista was just a registered Holstein 
cow of no particular merit, somewhat plain as to type 
and only a moderate producer. She and her daughters

were mated with good sires and the old Cornell herd was 
an interesting example of what can be done in building 
a herd from one single cow, using good pure bred Hol- 
stein sires selected by the best methods known in those 
early days. There were some notable producers de- 
veloped in the family and considerable improvement was 
made from generation to generation, but the old Cornell 
herd was never considered as being a very high quality 
herd. 


Upwards of ten years ago the college secured an 
appropriation to buy some cows for a protein feeding 
experiment being conducted by Prof. E. S. Savage and 
it was decided to buy a group of cows that might prove 
to be a foundation for a new herd. These foundation 
cows were selected with considerable care from a stand- 
point of good type, production and blood lines, although 
no high prices were paid. The money ran out before the 
herd sire was secured and through the kindness of W. 
D. Robens & Son they got the loan of a young bull that 
Will Robens had purchased in the Milwaukee National 
Sale in 1928. His name was Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
Ollie 518895, a son of Sir Ollie Mooie Watson from one 
of the greatest daughters of Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
Della, coming from the herd of F. H. Boyle, Peebles, 
Wis. He was “rough, tough and hard to handle,’ and 
had developed into a rather plain individual, but was 
taken for use by Cornell until they could get something 
better. He turned out to be a really great sire, however, 
and now at just past twelve years old is still in service. 
His two most famous daughters, Pride and Catherine, 
have already been mentioned, and as we have seen, he: 
has a third daughter that rated Excellent, as well as 5 
Very Good and 10 Good Plus out of 23 daughters 
classified. ‘ 


A little later they were able to purchase Prince 
Ormsby Inka May from Maytag Dairy Farms of Iowa, a 
son of Sir Inka May from Princess De Ormsby, one of 
the many great daughters of old Sir P. O. M. 37th. Un- 
fortunately they were never able to get many calves by 
him but were successful in getting a son from Cornell 
Ollie Pride, who was named Cornell Pride and who be- 
came one of the present herd sires. As we have seen, he 
was rated Very Good and has three daughters rated 
Excellent. Cornell Pride was mated with Catherine, his 
dam’s sister, to produce another present herd sire, 
Cornell Royal Blend, owned jointly by Cornell and C. 
C. Bennett, Homer, N. Y. Royal Blend was classified 
Very Good and one of his first daughters will be remem- 
bered as junior champion at New York State Fair last 
fall, later winning her class at the National and being @ 
strong contender for All-American honors. 

Another herd sire that came to Cornell to be mated 
with the Ollie daughters was Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
593178, a line bred Winterthur bull that had been

A Discussion of Breeding Methods 
By LOUIS F. DILGER 


professor labored four long years trying to cross the 

primrose with the cowslip, and he finally succeeded. 
The hybrid plant, however, failed to perpetuate its kind. 
The professor’s disappointment must have been quite de- 
pressing, but after al] his efforts were not in vain. He 
at least demonstrated that the cross-fertilization was 
possible, but he did not establish a new hybrid that was 
capable of perpetuating its species. It should be remem- 
bered that professors have whims and fancies, and just 
like other human beings are not infallable. I may say, 
without ostentation, that the writer came from a long 
line of professors, and I am in a position to know how 
they often set too high a value upon certain things. 
These old philosophers were dear lovable old gentlemen, 
but if we dared to express an opinion contrary to their 
views you were denounced as an impudent presumptuous 
vagabond. To produce a battle was often premeditated 
just to hear them carry on. It was sporting with the 
minds of highly gifted men with whom kings and queens 
took no liberties. It was not always easy to put into 
practice what they taught, and so it is in the breeding 
of animals, the theory does not always concur with the 
practice. 

Breeding may be divided into three well defined sec- 
tions, inbreeding, line breeding and out crossing. In 
each of these subdivisions we shall find authorities lined 
up on the right, and as many more on the left, and 
after tediously pursuing each faction we shall further 
find not only each one differing from the other, but leav- 
ing the poor reader buried beneath a mass of crushing 
wreckage. Sometimes the professors will be on top and 
at another time they will be underneath with the layman 
weighing heavily upon them. 

We too, have had some very definite experience with 
all three of these subdivisions of breeding. Not one is 
without its disappointments, and all three may bear 
surprisingly good fruit, but in this business of breeding 
the disappointments are proportionately greater than 
the hoped for prizes. There is not definite control of the 
unforeseen contingencies by any known means, no mat- 
ter how well arranged, no matter how profoundly con- 
sired. Many of our troubles are largely found in our 
insatiable desire to always try to achieve the impossible. 
A sort of Babalonian mania. 

__ Some breeders are constantly striving after the 
ideal standard in form, and I am of the opinion that form 
1s worth our best efforts. In every imaginable sort of 
structure whether it is the structure of an animal, a 
building, or a piece of machinery, symmetry is always 
associated with durability. 
_ We must often look beyond the realms of our own 
immediate breed, and there we shall often discover some 
very useful information that if intelligently applied might 
profitably benefit that of our own. I have always found 
a great deal of truth in the advice of the late John 
Thornton, the great English cattle auctioneer to the ef- 
tect that he always found a great deal of interest in other 
ase It is absorbingly interesting and instructive to 
Keep in touch with all their activities. Breed pre- 
judice is harmful, and, who, indeed, can offer any solid 
reasons to justify opposition to any of our breeds?

ers and official judges would carefully consider that 
system of breeding. If any one is sufficiently interested 
in this system of breeding look up your copy of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World under date of December 27th, 1930 
on page 8. I warmly commend it to the breeders of Hol- 
stein-Friesian Cattle, and believe me, there is a most 
urgent need which calls for a system of breeding pat- 
terned after the John L. Smith method. The breeders 
of Holstein-Friesian Cattle have done wonders increasing 
both milk and fat production in their herds, of course 
if that is the chief and only object in view there is no 
need for anything else. 

In the World of August 21st, 1937, one of your cor- 
respondents ‘‘Wants Discussions of Inbreeding’. I woyld 
like to see he says, “The Holstein-Friesian World drag 
this inbreeding skeleton out of the closet and expose 
it to the pure sunlight of reason.’’ I do not believe the 
World, or any other authority has any skeleton to drag 
out of the closet that would throw any light on the sub- 
ject of inbreeding that is not already known. If all the 
skeletons as a result of inbreeding were known their 
numbers would in all probability be surprisingly large, 
but of the fact, that most of these skeletons are usually 
hemeterically sealed we never see and much less hear 
anything about them. The celebrated Mr. Thomas Bates, 
of Shorthorn fame, was known to have concealed those 
of his animals that proved sterile as a result of close in- 
breeding. This system was pursued with such ardent and 
drastic devotion so that it eventually became a skeleton 
in the closet. 

Any one who desires to look into this question of 
breeding may find an inexhaustible amount of literature 
dealing with every phase of inbreeding, line breeding 
and out crossing. Science has generously released all 
that is to be known about breeding to date, and it wuld 
be crass ignorance not to recognize this help, but the 
vreatest breeders have mostly helped themselves. 

The more we delve into this subject of inbreeding 
the more prominent does the disorder become. In not 
«a single instance jis there any consistency in the system 
which may be conscientiously encouraged. On the 
other hand, however, inbreeding has a great deal in its 
favor. It is in all probability the only drastic means 
by which to attain uniformity, and uniformity was only 
established in some of the most famous studs, herds and 
flocks of great Britain after all other experiments proved 
iruitless. It has been proved that high class in-bred 
animals are prepotent and this should sufficiently prove 
that there is some merit in the practice, but thery is 
another side to the question that needs to be fully un- 
derstood. Inbreeding hag its great dangers, especially 
!romiscuous inbreeding always leads to chaos and dis- 
aster. There is nothing certain about the results even 
when the utmost care has been taken. 


In order to understand the fluctuating course of in- 
breeding and those factors that are necessary to insure 
success it is of the utmost importance that the animals, 
as far as that is possible, be perfect in every respect. 
Your sire and dam must be sound. If there happens to 
be any hereditary imperfections of any kind remember 
that such faults will be all the more intensified in the 
offspring. Inbreeding may attain many desirable and no 
end of undesirable characteristics. If you are at once 
able to establish germinal purity inbreeding may proceed 
without any great hinderance 

The most shocking results of inbreeding are to be 
found in the cat family. If any one wishes to make the 
experiment there is no better material to demonstrate 
the cause and effect. The result, is, however, repugnant 
to the human senses and most distressing to behold. I 
have seen this whim of Nature in its most exaggerated 
form, and it is unbelievable to think the penalty imposed 
by Nature should be so brutal. 

There is no use trying to surpress the fact that he- 
reditary characteristics may be on through generations, 
but many recent authorities have treated this belief 
with scorn. In the study of pedigrees it has been revealed

The Cost of Milk Production 
E. G. MISNER 


1842, he shipped milk in blue pryamid churns from 

Orange County, New York, to New York City on the 
Erie. He received 2 cents a quart; the transportation 
was 20 cents a hundred and the retail price 5 cents a 
quart for the milk. 


For 100 years since then the fight in the milk busi- 
ness has heated up and cooled off according to the ab- 
solute or relative wages of three groups: (1) Wages re- 
ceived by consumers, (2) Wages received by officers and 
employees of milk dealers, (3) Wages received by pro- 
ducers. 


Just now the fight is extraordinarily hot, because 
members of group 2 have been for several years and are 
now getting a good thing relative to the other groups. 
They are more closely and effectively organized than 
consumers or producers. Even the profits or the stock 
holders’ returns may not be excessive, the employees 
are generally well paid. In contrast, unemployment has 
been widespread, making many families dependent on 
relief, and producers have not been well paid for their 
time.

Quantities of feed and labor to produce milk 


Investigations into the costs of milk production have 
been conducted many years by Experiment Stations co- 
operating with producers. I have been doing this since 
1914 or for about 25 years at Cornell University. We 
find that on a yearly basis the following quantities are 
required to produce 100 pounds of average test milk. 

30 pounds of concentrates 
100 pounds of silage 

60 pounds of hay 

2.5 hours of labor 


These quantities represent about 80 per cent of the 
net cost of producing milk after credit is made for calves 
and manure. The World can not be asked to print all 
of the statistical proof of these facts. If interested in 
the latest study of cost of production write me at Ithaca, 
N. Y., for bulletin 696. 


Records show that about the same quantities are re- 
quired per pound of fat in a large number of Experi- 
ment Station herds as in farmers’ herds. This proves 
that farmers’ herds are as efficient in converting feed 
into milk or fat as station herds. Statements that the 
cost of milk to the consumer is high because of the in- 
efficiency of dairy cows on farms, or of the producers 
themselves is pure bunk, intended to divert attention 
from the facts. 

Cost of milk at present feed prices and labor rates 


The present cost of concentrated feed for a dairy 
cow is about $30 a ton or 1% cents a pound. Most of 
the grain in New York \ 

State is purchased. = 


operator’s time is worth more so that 30 cents an hour 
might be recognized as a minimum wage for labor in 
milk production. 

With these prices, the yearly cost of a hundred of 
3.6 milk now is about as follows: concentrates $0.45; 
silage $0.25, hay $0.30, labor $0.75, making a total of 
$1.75. To this one-fourth, or $0.44, should be added 
for other costs, making the total cost for the year about 
$2.19. 

The cost of a hundred pounds of 4.0 per cent milk, 
after the milk has been brought to this test from the 
average test of 3.6 per cent is higher than $2.19. The 
cost in winter is higher than this, as the quantities of 
roughage required per unit of product in winter are 
about 50 per cent higher and of grain and labor about 
15 per cent higher than the average given for the year. 
The cost is higher with low producing herds and with 
small herds than the $2.19. 

Prices versus production costs 

Under Federal-State orders in the New York area, 
the average prices received by producers for 3.5 milk 
for the four months, September to December, 1938,— 
months when milk prices are normally highest—com- 
pared as follows with the above cost on a yearly basis:

The price received for milk in the New York Area, 
for these months was considerably less than cost of pro- 
duction in those months and about 21 cents less than 
cost on a yearly basis. The price received for milk used 
for fluid cream was about 50 cents a hundred less, and 
prices for other classes $1.17 a hundred less than the 
yearly production cost just given. For this period, 61 
per cent of the milk of the shed was used in Class I 
fluid milk, 20 per cent in Class II A fluid cream, and 19 
per cent in all other classes. Since 39 per cent of the 
milk was used in lower priced classes, averaging 81 
cents a hundred pounds less than the yearly cost of pro- 
duction with 30 cent labor, a Monroe calculator is not 
necessary to figure out that dairymen were getting much 
less than 30 cents an hour for their time under prices 
of the Federal-State Order in the best price months of 
the year. The continuation of these prices certainly will 
not over pay producers for milk production. The real 
question is whether many of them can stay in business 
even with these prices.

Special Train From Waterloo 

From Waterloo, following the Dairy Cattle Congress, 
a special train will make the “Grand Circuit of Cham- 
pions of 1939,” to Portland, San Francisco, Ogden and 
Omaha. On this the National Dairy Association is work- 
ing with the Northern Pacific Railway, the road which 
has so successfully originated and handled several trains 
of exhibition live stock to the Pacific International fol- 
lowing earlier National Dairy Shows.

One provision is that four caretakers may 
accompany each carload of live stock without additional 
transportation charge, outside of meals and pullman 
services. Pullman and dining car equipment will be 
used for accommodation of people accompanying the 
train who pay the charges for pullman and diner service. 
Popular priced food will be on the menu, from 50c to 
$1.25 each for meals, according to choice, and pullman 
charges will be based on regular published rates, con- 
sidering distance traveled and time consumed. 

In addition to those traveling as caretakers, others 
who wish to make this tour may do so on payment of 
regular passenger charges and cost of diner and pullman 
service. Such a passenger eligible to tourist pullman 
car accommodations would pay for his rail fare only 
$74.00 from Waterloo clear around the circuit and back. 
Rates from other points will be quoted on application. 
Expense for meals will depend on the passenger’s own 
choice. 

Breeders who do not join the train at Waterloo may 
do so at intermediate points. Exhibitors of beef cattle, 
sheep, horses or hogs who wish to show at Portland, 
Ore., and return directly for shows at Omaha and 
Chicago can use this train. 

The rates shown in this accompanying table will 
apply only on shipments in ordinary cars not exceeding 
3614 feet in length, inside measurement. Ordinary cars

Breed Displays 


T the end of the first four weeks, attendance figures 
A at the New York World’s Fair have crossed the 

five-million mark. From observation we should 
say that a large percentage of this number have taken 
a look at the Borden Dairy World of Tomorrow and 
watched the pure bred cows make the rounds of the 
Rotolactor. This exhibit is certainly one of the big hits 
of the Fair. 


A surprising number of people watch the whole 
process of milking by this novel method, and follow 
around to see the actual weighing of the milk. Many 
are the exclamations when the Holsteins are going 
through, and there is some question about whether the 
jar will hold it. As a matter of fact, several of the Hol- 
steins made it necessary to revise the originally planned 
milking schedule so fhat the milking periods would be 
evenly spaced at eight hours, as they were running the 
buckets over in the longer periods. A few of them are 
still coming perilously close to doing it. 
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The job of organization was a terrific one, and we 
hand an orchid to Vere Culver for a grand piece of work 
in ironing out the difficulties and getting everything to 
running smoothly. The exhibit was seriously handi- 
capped at the start when labor troubles (plumbers and 
electricians( delayed completion of the building so that 
the cattle could not arrive until just about the time 
when the show was scheduled to open. A three-week 
“Preview” period had been planned in which the “bugs” 
could be ironed out of the operation; the fine group of 
young college men selected as herdsmen could be trained 
in their jobs; the cows could become accustomed to the 
new surroundings and the different method of milking, 
etc. As it was, the cows and boys and all arrived just 
in time for opening day—and to add to the difficulties 
of the situation, an unseasonable hot spell of weather 
caused some discomfort before the cows could become 
really acclimated. 

There were some headaches, under the Strict labora- 
tory regime to which the cows and milk are constantly 
subjected—and some changes in cows had to be made— 
but everything is now apparently in perfect order and 
running like a well-oiled piece of machinery. The cows 
have been gaining in production every day and seem to 
be enjoying their life in the “gold fish bowl,’’ under the 
eyes of the millions. 

Model Electric Farm Exhibit 

In August another fine Holstein exhibit will be on 
display, when our breed takes its turn in the Model Elec- 
tric Farm of the Edison Electric Institute. Here on an 
acre of land are displayed very completely the uses of 
electricity on the modern farm. Lauxmont Farms, 
Wrightsville, Pa., is to make this exhibit for our breed. 
We will tell you more about that later. 

Treasure Island 

With attention so greatly centered on the annual 
convention in New York City and the World’s Fair here, 
it must still be remembered that San Francisco and 
California are staging a great exposition at Treasure 
Island. Probably the greatest interest of Holstein breed- 
ers from East of the Mississippi will center at Treasure 
Island in October when the National Dairy Show makes 
its first trip to the West Coast. 

Through the generosity of the Golden Gate Interna- 
tional Exposition and the breed associations, more prize 
money will be up for competition at this year’s National 
than dairy breed exhibitors have ever before had offered. 
For the Holstein breed, the total will be $8,500—and 
West Coast Holstein breeders are frankly making their 
plans to keep a good proportion of it at home. If East- 
ern and Mid-West breeders meet the challenge, they will 
have to step out with their best. 

With Treasure Island as the goal, the state fair shows 
will be real proving grounds this year, and in addition 
to the bigger show herds, which may go through as 
complete shipments, we hope it may be possible to or- 
ganize cooperative shipments of top winners. The Grand 
Circuit from Eastern States and Waterloo, via Portland 
to the Golden Gate National and back through Ogden, 
has been organized so that expenses will be kept at 4 
minimum, and reasonably well selected show herds 
should be able to pay their way from their winnings. 
Details of the Livestock Special are given in this issu®, 
and we direct to it the careful attention of all prospe¢- 
tive Holstein exhibitors. Please note that the very at- 
tractive rates quoted are based on cars not exceeding 
36% feet in length. It seems unlikely that the usua! 
concessions can be made on larger cars, which fact ex- 
hibitors will perhaps want to bear in mind in planning 
their exhibits.

Convention 


By Telephone from New York, Wednesday P. M., 
June 7 


The 54th Annual Convention of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America here today con- 
sidered and took action on many problems of 
vital interest to the industry. After receiving 
the reports of officers covering the satisfactory 
year of 1938 (for detailed reports see May is- 
sues of the World), the delegates, with repre- 
sentatives present from 46 states and D. C., took 
the following action on the various principal 
resolutions and amendments proposed: 


Amendments 


1. The Special Committee proposal for early 
registration, with changes in penalty fee system, 
and permissive cancellation, was amended by 
the committee and adopted. 


2. The Misner Plan providing for an in- 


crease in transfer fees, except to members of 
recognized state and district associations, was 
adopted. ‘ 


3. The Elder Amendment making officers 
and directors ineligible to serve as delegates 
was adopted. 


4. The Amendment from the Board of Di- 
rectors to discontinue publication of the Herd 
Book was defeated.

5. The Schell Amendment to consolidate 
into single election districts small states having 


less than 75 resident members was defeated. 


6. The Hill amendments increasing the 
penalty fees for delayed registration were with- 
drawn. 


7. The Craig Amendment giving special 
concessions to breeders transferring registry 
from another record association was adopted. 


8. The Sheridan Amendment, doing away 
with direct apportionment of funds from the 
transfer fees, was withdrawn. 


9. The Hatch resolution relating to the 
sale of the Madison building was defeated, and 
the Board was instructed to accept the $50,000 
purchase offer of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employees.

A. C. Oosterhuis for his third term as presi- 
dent. 


R. L. Ferguson for his second term as vice 
president. 


Directors for four years: H. F. Schroeder of 
Wisconsin; Senator Paul P. Stewart of Iowa, re- 
elected; also Dr. H. O. Frederick of Ohio and 
Harry M. Wood of Illinois.

This 
bull is a son of Carnation Emperor 
from a daughter of Sir Inka May 
27th, the second dam being the old 
show cow, producer and brood cow, 
Glencliff M B B Fobes Jettine, the 
dam of Wimbledon Dean Marathon. 
This unusual combination brings 
him very close to all three of the 
main herd sires at Wimbledon, that 
is Emperor, Dean and 27th. Mr. 
Lusby, who was recently appointed 
a director in the Maryland Holstein- 
Friesian Association, has a herd of 
about 60 head of Holsteins that al- 
ways places at or near the top in 
the Kent County D. H. I. A., and 
this is his third bull purchase from 
Wimbledon. The first one was a 
son of Sir Inka May 27th from a 
daughter of Inka the Great and the 
daughters of this sire are now mak- 
ing good production records in the 
Lusby herd. Then came a son of 
Carnation Governor Prospect, top 
bull of the 1934 Brentwood, out of 
a 700-lb. fat dam, and now this bull 
that combines the three main lines 


of breeding in the Wimbledon herd 
today.

Hattie 1565789, whose record ap- 
pears in Report No. 1 for the year 
1939 as 1140.1 lbs. fat from 29,- 
984.9 lbs. milk, 3.8%, at the age of 
5 years, 7 months, 10 days. Her 
full sister, Carnation Ormsby Hattie 
1512357, will be remembered as the 
first place aged cow on the 1937 
Honor List with 1117.7 lbs. fat from 
31,650.4 lbs. milk, 3.5%. The two 
full sisters average 1128.9 lbs. fat 
from 30,817.7 lbs. milk, which we 
believe is a world’s record average 
for two full sisters. Their dam is 
Carnation Houwtje Hattie 1042598, 
with 917.4 lbs. fat from 30,452.2 lbs. 
milk and we believe this is the only 
group of dam and two daughters av- 
eraging over 30,000 lbs. milk, al- 
though of course the fat average for 
the three does not quite come up to 
that of Carnation Walker Hazelwood 
and her two 1000-lb. fat daughters. 

This announcement will be of spe- 
cial interest to C. E. Griffith, owner 
of Mount Riga Farms at Big Cabin, 
Okla., who will be remembered as 
the buyer of Carnation Advocator, 
the little black son of Carnation 
Ormsby Houwtje Hattie at the Royal 
Brentwood of 1938, at which time 
it was announced that the dam was 
running at a rate of 1100 lbs. fat in 
the early months of her lactation. 
Older sons of the same cow, and like 
the Griffith bull both sired by Sir 
Inka May, are owned by H. N. Kutch- 
bach, Sherburne, N. Y., and Hijos 
Vincent de Villa & Co., Medillen, Co- 
lombia, South America. The older 
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full sister also has three sons in 
service, one owned by Sr. Espinosa 
of Ecuador, South America, another 
by Christ Rassmussen, Orland, Cali- 
fornia, and the third by Max Ogens, 
Randall, Washington. The first two 
are sired by Carnation Peerless and 
the other by Carnation Inka Baron. 

This latest record, with the one re-

CORTLAND COUNTY VETERAN 


M. S. Nye, Preble, Cortland 
County, N. Y., was featured in a re- 
cent Sunday edition of the Syracuse 
Post-Standard as the man who 
brought the first Holstein cows into 
Cortland County. It was more than 
50 years ago that Mr. Nye, then a 
young man just starting farming for 
himself, went to the farm of Gerrit 
S. Miller in the neighboring county 
and purchased the foundation for 
what was to become one of the great 
Holstein herds of Central New York. 
The older members of the World 
force well remember attending the 
New York State Fair some thirty odd 
years ago and watching M. S. Nye 
proudly displaying his cattle in the 
ring, particularly his herd sire, Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johanna Lad JZJr., 
who won the blue at Syracuse for 
five straight years before being sold 
to Dr. Christopher Graham in 1911 
to become the corner stone of Minne- 
sota’s famed Grahamholm herd. Our 
older readers will recall that in those 
faraway days, Aaggie Cornucopia Jo- 
hanna Lad Jr. was known as “the 
greatest prize winner and sire of 
prize winners of the breed. 

Still hale and hearty at 78 years 
old, Mr. Nye has retired from farm- 
ing but retains an active interest in 
the Holstein cow and is invariably 
found at the ringside when State 
Fair time rolls around, down on the 
tan bark, watching the judging with 
a discriminating eye and chatting 
with his legion of Holstein friends, 
old and young. Mr. Nye’s entry in 
our All-American contest last De- 
cember, sent in from his winter home

in Florida, showed his keen knowl- 
edge of and interest in present day 
Holsteins.

proven in the herd of Frank N. Decker of Syracuse. This 
bull proved to be a real nick with the Ollies. Both 
Pride and Catherine have daughters by him that were 
rated Excellent and he has two other Excellent daugh- 
ters as well as three Very Good and two Good Plus, not 
a single daughter rating lower than the three top classi- 
fications. One of his greatest Decker-bred daughters, 
Thendara Mary Pledge Bess Ormsby, was mated with 
Cornell Pride to produce Cornell Pride 16th, a present 
Cornell junior sire that is rated Very Good. 


As we have seen more than two-thirds, the Cornell 
milking herd today consists of daughters of the three 
sires, Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, Winterthur Bess 
Ormsby and Cornell Pride. The twenty other cows in 
the herd include a few daughters of Prince Ormsby Inka 
May; several daughters of King Ormsby Ideal 24th, a 
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Robens-bred bull; a daughter of Brookholm Inka, who 
spent his last days in the Cornell herd and daughters 
of two bulls from the McLaury herd, R M F Veeman and 
R M F Ormsby Neola, the Veeman bull having one Ex- 
cellent daughter. 

The seven cows left in the herd that are not of their 


own breeding are all by different sires. They include 
two of the Excellent cows, Femco Jean Posch and Echo- 
Sylv Mavoureen; also Cornell Bess Burke, who rated 
Very Good and has three daughters in the herd, rating 
respectively Excellent, Very Good and Good Plus. 

There is still some of the original Glista blood in the 
herd, including four daughters of Glista Josephine that 
all rated from Good Plus to Very Good. Josephine rep- 
resents the eleventh generation in the direct female line 
from old Glista herself. 

The Cornell program of breeding, feeding and weed- 
ing, production testing and showing, has for some years

that with few exceptions the greatest and most famous 
race horses past and present carry the blood of Herod in 
their pedigrees. This horse was foaled in 1758, and that 
is a comparatively long time ago, but according to our 
foremost geneticians the influence of that animal has 
long passed away. It would be difficult to convince an 
English breeder of Thoroughbreds the truth of. that 
theory. 
Line Breeding 

Line breeding is simply a modified form of inbreed- 
ing. This system of breeding has more to say for itself 
than any other, and by many leading authorities is the 
only method which deserves encouragement. One of 
the most striking examples of line breeding is to be 
found in the famous Herefords bull Anxiety 4th (9904), 
known as the father of the American Herefords. There 
is no single individual sire to be found in any of our 
representative breeds that did so much to improve that 
breed. 

He was a line bred animal, and it is quite certain 
that if his famous breeder the late Mr. Cowardine, had 
known of Anxiety’s prepotent qualities he would scarcely 
have parted with him at any price. In any case it was 
this great sire that rectified the then existing defective 
hind quarters of the Herefords. This family of Herefords 
is a very striking type and those who are familiar with 
Hereford cattle are able to recognize an Anxiety bred 
animal at a glance. This was one case were on swallow 
did make the season, and in the next section of breeding 
under out crossing a similar thing took place in the same 
breed of cattle no less striking. 

Out Crossing 

Where inbreeding has been intensely in practice it 
often becomes necessary to consider an out cross as a 
means to recapture some economic loss, or as a precau- 
tion when the breeder surmises he has gone far enough 
with his inbreeding. It is then when he considers an out- 
cross. If he is a well informed and experienced breeder 
he is prepared to know that he is taking a long chance, 
because successful out crossing is a very rare alliance in 
the most competent hands. True, some breeders have 
been fortunate in this venture often far exceeding their 
wildest dreams, but their numbers are relatively small. 
If we may judge from our experience an out cross is a0 
unprotected experiment that may either bring to the 
breeder a glorious victory or end in an uncomprising 
defeat. There are very few of us who are in any Way 
interested in the breeding of pure bred live stock that 
have not heard of the great breeding establishment of the 
late Robert H. Hazlett, better known as Hazeford place, 
of Eldorado, Kansas. Mr. Hazlett was probably one of the 
greatest and most successful breeders of Hereford cattle 
in the United States if not in the world. Mr. Hazlett 
bred a bull known as Publican. This bull was sold to 4 
rancher, where he sired some remarkable looking ani- 
mals. At this time Mr. Hazlett was looking for a bull 


to use, as an out cross on some of his females and he

selected Publican for that purpose. This 
proved a success from the very beginning. 

It must be remembered that Mr. Hazlett was not 
a successful breeder, but at the very same time a thor- 
ough student of cattle breeding. However, true this may 
be he was taking a chance that was either to make him 
one of the greatest of Hereford breeders, or to shipwreck 
the work of a life time. He succeeded so well with this 
out cross that was only to establish one of the most 
magnificent Hereford herds possessing all those well 
known characteristics for which this breed is famous. 
His process of culling all those animals that did not 
come up to his standard was merciless and in this way 
he succeeded in producing such uniformity throughout 
his herd. 

A few men have by some unknown reason been able to 
recognize animals that would amalgamate to achieve 
certain results. Such men are born and not made, or 
else such outstanding men would not be so few and far 
between. Their names stand out in bold relief as mas- 
ters in the art of animal breeding even after the lapse 
of many years they do not seem to show the slightest 
signs of a declining reputation. 

In conclusion I would like to say that with all our 
knowledge about breeding I am confident there is noth- 
ing that will advance the cause better and more effi- 
ciently than by keeping a systematic and consistent 
statistical record of all herds from year to year. Sucha 
system is the only hope for herd improvement at least 
so far as production is concerned. 

Thomas Huxley one of the most daring of scientific 
minds said, that “evolution may take a reversed course’”’ 
receding at one time and advancing at another, but at the 
same time in the destiny of any breed will largely depend 
upon those that are charged with its care. The future 
fate of any breed will therefore depend upon the intelli- 
gence of minority who shall guide the united interests 
of the majority, and unless there is an united effort to 
pull together there can be no real improvement in any 
one direction.

portion of the milk produced enjoys the Grade A pre- 
miums. 
Costs cannot be cut 

Reducing cost of milk production for the New York 
Metropolitan milk marketing area is an almost impos- 
sible job. The cost of producing hay and silage can be 
reduced only by increasing yields. This is a very slow 
process for the State. The cost of purchased concen- 
trates can not be reduced. Use of buildings, use of 
equipment, interest on cows, and the depreciation on 
cows can be changed only insignificantly. The ad- 
vantages of larger sized business can be obtained only 
by increasing the numbers of cows kept and this can be 
done only by methods so expensive as not to be justi- 
fied by a price for milk which has not yet been known 
to prevail. 

The only way to cut the so-called cost of production 
for the Area is to figure labor at a lower rate. But, 
dairymen can’t take it. Too many are in financial diffi- 
culty as a result of almost 10 years of a 15 cent return 
per hour of labor. The rate of pay must be higher 
rather than lower. The buyers and consumers of milk 
might as well recognize the handwriting on the wall. 
Milk buyers some day will pay a price for fluid milk 
enough above cost of production so that the blended 
price will give producers 30 cents an hour for work on 
cows, and any one who has done some of it will appre- 
ciate that this is low enough.

over 36% feet in length, and not exceeding 50 feet, will 
be taken at an additional charge of 3 1/3 per cent per 


foot for each foot in excess of 36% feet. 

Shipments in palace stock cars or passenger train 
equipment will be assessed at 120 per cent of the charges 
applicable to shipments in ordinary cars and in addi- 
tion will be subject to published rental charges for such 
equipment. 
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Note, please, that on ordinary 36 foot cars, allowing 
four attendants per car and figuring on the half-rate 
granted exhibitors of pure bred live stock, the freight 
charge from Waterloo around the circuit and back as 
far east as Chicago is $348.60. The Golden Gate Inter- 
national Exposition pays 50 per cent of the rate from 
Omaha to San Francisco and return $148.30, making 
the freight cost per car to the exhibitor $200.30. 


Following the close of the National the special train 
runs east to Ogden for a two day stop at Ogden, Utah, 
November 3 and 4 for demonstrations and exhibitions. 


The Ogden Dairy Show is a special event, a part of 
the Ogden Live Stock show which annually is held in the 
winter, the dairy division being held separately this year 
in _ fall to bring to Ogden the midwestern and eastern 
cattle. 


Railroad representatives will accompany the train to 
handle all matters incident to transportation, to provide 
water for the stock when needed and arrangements if 
required for delivering feed to the train enroute.

lous to me to exchange the natural for the artificial, the 
substance for the shadow, the imitation for the real, or 
the certain for the uncertain. 

For thousands of years the fundamental principles 
of natural insemination have sufficed and will continue 
to suffice with all confidence so why even contemplate 
to inaugurate an experimental exploitation by a_ few 
scientists who admit that they cannot explain in detail 
the origin of the creation of life. It looks to me like 
devolution instead of progress. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada ignores 
the idea, and just simply abolishes any recognition of 
whatsoever, because they have the confidence of the 
breeders and they do not wish to accept any indefinite 
unnecessary experimentation to explode that confidence. 


As facts and nature are eternal fundamentalities, 
therefore why experiment with artificial breeding ex- 
ploitations, which will certainly undermine confidence, 
thus open the door for the greatest modern racketeering 
in the pure bred cattle business, just to satisfy the 
whims of a few fanatical scientific extremists who wish 
public recognition. 

Now I do not wish to be misunderstood, for I have 
no animosity against scientists, progress or scientific 
research work, but ‘when it comes to man’s attempting 
to improve, supplement or substitute any phase of 
nature, I will use all the eloquence available to denounce 
it. 

Here is an acrostic poem I have composed, which I 
think is much stronger English, in condemnation of this 
farce introduced as artificial insemination.

During the first week of the 
Fair I spent several days here 
assisting Mr. Culver in any way I 
could with the many problems and 
duties incident to the reception of 
animals shipped from all corners of 
North America, and the tremendous 
task of “setting up’’ under a press- 
ing amount of detail work. 

Upon returning today after an ab- 
sence of two weeks, I found Mr. 
Culver eating and sleeping a little 
more normally and the cows chew- 
ing their cuds as they rode on the 
“merry-go-round.” They seemed 
utterly unconcerned regarding the 
thousands of eyes that peered 
through the glass enclosure. Today 
was the occasion for more than 
twenty thousand school children to 
swell the regular Fair attendance. 

Of course one of my first ques- 
tions was, ‘‘Well, Vere, how are The 
Holsteins doing?” And in typical 
New York fashion, Vere said, ‘‘Well, 
let’s turn to the record.” To my 
delight I found the day’s average 
milk production for the Holsteins 
65.9 pounds, 

The highest producer so far is 
Ionia Marathon Princess Segis. She 
is a daughter of the bull, Traverse 
Echo Model Marathon 504402 and is 
owned by Ionia State Hospital, 
Ionia, Michigan. Her highest day 
so far was 91 pounds and her report 
read 88 pounds for yesterday. This 
cow was milking only 48 pounds on 
the fifth of May when I was last 
here and has_ been _ increasing 
steadily. She will be credited this 
month with well over 90 lbs. of but- 
terfat. 

It was pleasing to me to learn that 
practically all of our Holsteins have 
been increasing; of course some 
cows more than others. The aver- 
age production of the Holstein line 
on May 5th was 52.8 pounds whereas 
today, May 24th, it was 65.9 pounds. 

Accompanying is a list of the own- 
ers and a comparison of the produc- 
tion of their animals on May 5th 
and 24th. Excluded from this list 
are several that are being hand- 
milked temporarily.

has signed a Bill eliminating milk 


Governor of Massachusetts 
producers from the necessity of 
meeting any specified standard for 
either butterfat or total solids when 
selling to distributors, providing it 
is natural milk. 

This is a great victory for the 
Massachusetts Holstein breeders who 
have fought determinedly for more 
than eight years to liberalize the 
state requirements, Many will re- 
call the loud protests of Holstein 
owners when Boston dealers began 
pouring all sub-standard milk into 
surplus vats a few years ago. It 
was a violation of the law for a 
dealer to have sub-standard milk in 
his possession, and any milk testing 
below 12% total solids or 3.35% fat 
was below standard. A study of the 
records by our Extension Service of 
more than 20,000 samples tested re- 
vealed 14% of them below the 
standard either for fat or total sol- 
ids. Dealers discriminated against 
Holstein producers at every turn.

Fred B Dale of Shelburne, and of 
Senator Thomas Johnston of Clin- 
ton, the Massachusetts Holstein As- 
sociation has sponsored four differ- 
ent Bills in as many different ses- 
sions of the Legislature. Officials 
of the National Association, includ- 
ing E. M. Clark, then director of Ex- 
tension; Chas. H. Baldwin and H. V. 
Noyes, then chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, have at various 
times conferred with members of 
legislative committees and breeders 
in Boston as well as with officials of 
the department of health and of ag- 
riculture. 

The Legislative Committee of the 
Massachusetts Association, consist- 
ing of John J. Bridgeman, E. P. 
West, and George F. Smith, have 
made dozens of trips to Boston to at- 
tend hearings and work for this leg- 
islation during the years. They will 
tell you, however, Senator Johnston 
and Representative Dale and their 
large following, the urban controlled 
legislature would never have permit- 
ted its passage. 

While the Bill does not exempt 
producers who retail their milk from 
the standards, they, of 
course, are permitted to blend or to 
standardize upward if necessary. 

The wording of the Bill exempting 
producers readers as follows: 

CHAPTER 212, THE COMMON- 
WEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
IN THE YEAR 1939, AN ACT FUR- 
THER REGULATING THE SALE, 
EXCHANGE AND DELIVERY OF 
MILK CONFORMING TO THE 
MASSACHUSETTS STANDARD. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled and by the author- 
ity of the same, as follows: Chapter 
94 of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by striking out section 20,

as appearing in the Tercentenary 
Edition, and inserting in the place 
thereof the following:—Section 29. 
Whoever himself or by his servant 
or agent sells, exchanges or delivers, 
or has in his custody or possession 
with intent so to do, milk not cop- 
forming to the Massachusetts stangq- 
ard shall be punished for the first of- 
fense by a fine of not more than $59: 
for the second offense by a fine of 
not less than $100 nor more than 
$200, and for subsequent offense by 
a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $200 dollars or by imprison- 
ment for not more than three 
months; provided that it shall not 
constitute a violation of this section 
for a producer of milk operating a 
dairy farm registered under section 
C to sell or deliver in exchange or 
otherwise to a dealer registered un- 
der Section F natural cow’s milk 
produced on such dairy farm and not 
conforming to the state standard, or 
for such a producer to have in his 
custody or possession any such milk

BLACK AND WHITE SHOWS 

While many breeders of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle groom their “top” 
animals for exhibit at both the New 
York and San Francisco World’s 
Fairs in 1939, still another and far 
greater group of farmer-breeders are 
preparing to assemble representative 
animals from their purebred herds at 
a nation-wide series of Black and 
White Shows in the commu- 
nities where these cattle do their 
daily work. Unlike their sisters 
and brothers who will be slick, high- 
ly fitted and much polished before 
their appearance before a World’s 
Fair audience of millions of people, 
the Black and White Show cattle 
will come into town in their ‘‘work- 
ing clothes.”’ They will remain for 
the day only and then hurry back to 
take up their regular job of con- 
verting a large part of the nation’s 
grass, hay and silage and farm 
grown grains into ‘‘nature’s most 
nearly perfect food.” 

The Black and White Show is an 
important annual event on the cal- 
endar of every dairy community. 
These community shows are purely 
educational events. After a long 
winter which brought about more 
or less isolation, the breeders of reg- 
istered Holstein cattle appreciate an 
opportunity to visit while they com- 
pare and attempt to associate the re- 
laton of good type or conformation 
in Holsteins to the milk and fat pro- 
ducing function for which cows are 
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most generally kept in the farms of 
practical breeders. Annually breed- 
ers are becoming more convinced 
that there is a close association be- 
tween good dairy type and profitable 
production. So well entrenched has 
this idea become in the minds of 
prospective purchasers that ill typed 
animals with defects in conformation 
are literally ‘“‘slaughtered’’ by pur- 
chasers either at private or public 
sale. There is almost no demand 
for off typed animals at any premium 
above the commercial grade price. 
A day spent in studying the produc- 
tion records of Holstein cows, while 
an appraisal of their type or confor- 
mation is being made, results in the 
dairyman formulating ideas as to 
where improvements can be made, 
in his herd through remedying de- 
fects which show up when his cattle 
are compared with those considered 
as approaching the “true type” 
model set up by The Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of America as ideal. 
Dairymen not yet in a position to 
bring animals to these purely com- 
munity shows should attend and par- 
ticipate in the judging contests and 
type discussions. There is an un- 
limited demand for profitable pro- 
ducing Holsteins possessed of good 
dairy type. Participation in these 
type studies will enable the farmer- 
breeder to fix his ideals of good type 
even though he is unable to attend 
the great fairs and expositions where 
the showing of cattle is highly com- 
petitive and many times under art- 
ificial conditions. A great herd is 
first bred in the eye of the breeder.

To the Buckeye State went the 
honor of breeding and selling the 
top female at the Earlville National 
Sale. She was Fultona Betty 
Calamity Fobes, a great Herd Test 
producer from the herd of W. L. 
Biddle & Son, Wauseon, and sold for 
$510 to Francis Kerrick, Towanda, 
Pa. She has many fine Herd Test 
records including 734.7 lbs. fat as 
a three-year-old in Class B and 636 
Ibs. fat as a six-year-old in Class C, 
the latter with 4% test. A daughter 
of DeCreamCo Calamity Fobes 18th 
and due in September by King Bes- 
sie Ormsby Pietertje 83d, many bid- 
ders had their eye on her 4s a real 
show prospect for this fall. Another 
Biddle entry, a two-year-old daugh- 
ter of King Bessie 83d, went to 
Blount Lumber Co., Lacona, N. Y., 
at $335, and her three-fourths sis- 
ter to Alson D. Weller, Lowville, N. 
Y. at $220, both good prospects for 
the two-year-old class this fall. The 
Biddle bull, Fulton Ferdinand went 
to C. H. Dwyer, North Bangor, N. 
Y. at $245, a rare bargain at this 
price, making an average of $327.50 
for the four herd in this consign- 
ment.

538.1 lbs. fat on 11 head in B and 
C, which was the high mixed classi- 
fication herd for that report. A lit- 
tle research in the Red Book shows 
that this is the sixth consecutive year 
of Herd Test for the University herd 
and considerably the best one of the 
six, the record being as follows:

The sale manager himself made 
an effort to recoup any financial loss 
he may have incurred through the 
management of the sale by picking 
up for himself some of the real bar- 
gains. Mr. Backus took a total of 
eight head for $1,145. 





Another heavy buyer of the less 
expensive animals was John S. Max- 
son, Homer, N. Y., who took seven 
head for a total of $1.360. 

Aside from those just mentioned, 
the other buyers took mostly one or 





two animals each, there being 43 
buyers from New York, four from 
Pennsylvania, three from New Jer- 


sy and one each from Ohio, Wash- 
ington and North Carolina. 





The most satisfying thing about 
the Earlville National was the de- 
man for good bulls at fair prices, in- 
dicating a healthy condition in the 
Holstein industry and a courage on 
the part of our breeders that cannot 
be quelled by business depressions 
and recessions or by unfavorable 
milk market conditions.

SCHOONMAKER SALE AVERAGES 
$185.32 

The sale of the herd at Borny 
Brook Farm, Gardiner, N. Y., held 
on April 29 to settle the estate of the 
veteran Holstein breeder, Selah 
Schoonmaker, brought out a large 
crowd of dairymen who paid a total 
of $11,305 for 61 head, to average 
$185.32. The sale was considered 
@ very good succéss in view of the 
chaotic situation in the New York 
milk shed. The entire offering re- 
mained in New York State, a real 
Nusiness lot of cattle with years of 
record-making and Bonny Brook 
hiood lines behind them. 


Prices ranged up to $310, with 
daughters of Echohurst Inka Ma- 
tador, a son of Carnation Prince, 


rather holding the spotlight. Bonny 
Brook Vale Matador, a five-year-old 
daughter with a three-lactation aver- 
age of 579 Ibs. fat, brought the top 
price, going to Al Walker, Middle- 
town, N. Y. Another daughter went 
to Mr. Walker for $300, this a five- 
year-old with an average of 571.5 
lbs. fat for two lactations. Mr. 
Walker was the heaviest buyer in 
the sale, taking 12 head for $2,895. 
Seventeen of the 28 daughters of the 
Echohurst bull sold above $200 and 
the lot averaged $198.66. A three- 
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year-old daughter of Baker Farm 
Advantage (son of Canary Korn- 
dyke Finderne and from Butter Lass 
Campbell of Baker Farm, 511 lbs. 
fat in 305 days) sold for $285, also 
going to the Walker herd. Another 
sire used in the herd was Ormsby 
Sensation 49th, a son of Ormsby 
Sensation from an 818-lb. fat daugh- 
ter of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, and 
his daughters sold up to $205. 


The 56 females in milk brought 
an average of $187.68, with 20 
bringing $200 and better. These in- 


cluded 24 with records in the Herd 
Test, averaging $190.73; 12 with 
records in CTA work, averaging 
$177.92: 13 from Herd Test dams, 
untested themselves, averaged 
$191.73 and seven from CTA dams 
averaged $186.42. Two bred two- 
year-olds carrying first calf averaged 
$180, and three bulls averaged $145. 
All young stock by partnership ar- 
rangement were retained by Mr. C. 
L. Schoonmaker and were thus not 
offered for sale. They will form the 
nucleus for the new herd which Mr. 
Schoonmaker will build at Bonny 
Brook Farm.

George T. Sinton, owner of the 
Pike’s Peak herd of registered Hol- 
steins at Colorado Springs, Colorado, 
has been designated as Progressive 
Holstein Breeder No. 1 by the Hol- 
stein Friesian Association of Ameri- 
ca. 


Mr, Sinton’s award has been made 
as a result of his having been the 
first breeder in the nation to comply 
with the requirements of the breed 
improvement program adopted by 
the Holstein Friesian Association 
last June. In order to meet the 
specifications of this program it is 
necessary that a Breeder’s herd of 
15 cows or less produce in excess of 
400 lbs. butterfat for a herd on twice 
a day milking and 480 lbs. of fat on 
three times per day. The records 
must be made either in herd test or 
official work sponsored by the breed 
association. The herd must be free 
from T. B. and bang’s disease, and 
75% of the females must have been 
bred by the exhibitor. Seventy-five 
percent of the animals milking must 
have been officially classified for 
type, and the average score must be 
80 points or more. 


The winner of the No. 1 diploma 
has been one of the mainstays of 
Colorado’s dairy program for many 
years. The Sinton’s have been in 
the dairy business for more than 50 
years. Their first purchase of reg- 
istered Holsteins was from. the 
Wales Importing Company of Iowa. 
During the past five years Mr. Sin- 
ton’s herd has averaged, twice and 
three times a day milking on Hol- 
stein herd test, 12,443 lbs. of milk, 
4% 492.1 lbs. fat. Since 1923 the 
herd has averaged in cow testing 
and herd test as follows:

One of Mr. Sinton’s dreams has been 
to breed a herd of Holsteins, carry- 
ing the tremendous production listed 
above, with a 4% test. That he has 
been able to do this is attested by 
the fact that during the last five 
years his herd has averaged 4%, and 
for five years prior to that, it was 
not beldw 3.8% many times. He 
has been able to do this by concen- 
trating the blood of his high testing 
cow families. In fact, his entire 
herd has been built largely on the 
blood of three brood cows. Each of 
these three were daughters of one 
bull, Columbine Piebe Changeling 
(a grandson of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes). Their dams in turn 
were daughters of Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Fobes, a son of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 87th. These 
three cows ‘“‘Mama Rue’’, ‘‘Fayne’’, 
and “Changeling” have each left 
sons and daughters in the _ herd, 
each of which seemed to ‘nick’’ 
when closely bred. Sinton has 
made few outcrosses in his herd. 
Each time that he has done so, he 
has followed the sire selected with 
one of his sons, out of a closely bred 
Sinton brood cow. 


The Sinton blood lines are so en- 
meshed into the state program that 
searcely a herd in the entire Colum- 
bine state that does not drip with 
this blood.
